A New Yorker by birth, belonging 
to a family of financiers, his fore- 
fathers having been bankers, Mr. Og- 
den has spent the larger portion of 
his busy life in the finance depart- 
ments of railways. In 1871 he became 
Paymaster and accountant of the 
Chicago & Pacific Railway and 
five years later was auditor of that 
company. The high reputation he 
gained with the C. & P.R. attracted at- 
tention towards him, and at the birth 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway Com- 
pany in 1881 he was selected to take 
charge of the finances of the western 
division of the road, with headquar- 
ters at Winnipeg. Two years excel- 
lent work in the west was followed 
by his promotion to the position of 
chief auditor of the entire system, 
the higher title of controller being 
bestowed upon him in 1887. Other 
honors quickly followed, and in 1901 
he was made vice-president of the

When cirrus clouds 
are inoving rapidly from the north or 
northeast, no matter how cold it fs, 
there will be rain within twenty-four 
hours, When cirrus clouds are moving 
rapidly from south or southeast there 
will be a hailstorm on the morrow, If

Although the poppy will grow in al- 
most any climate, it is in the east it 
is most successfully cultivated. When 
the land has been plowed and harrow- 
ed. the poppy seed is sown, about six 
pounds of seed being sufficient for 
one-third of an acre Just as soon as 
it begins to germinate, about a week 
after sowing in certain localities, the 
land js divided by furrows Into rec- 
tangular beds about eight feet in length 
by four in breadth. ‘These channels 
are employed for irrigation, as the 
plants need frequent watering, some- 
times even until the time of maturity. 

About two months and a half after 
germination the flower appears, and its 
four petals are gently removed on the 
third day after their expansion, to be 
pasted together with the leaves des- 
tined to form the outer shell of the 
opium cake. Then after about eight 
or ten days the capsules are lanced—at 
night—and the juice which has exud- 
ed from the incisions is scraped off in 
the morning with a small scoop and 
transferred to a metal or earthen ves- 
sel. This process is repeated three or 
four times at intervals of two or three 
days, ¢he result being pure opium. 
The flower petals, the plant leaves and 
the stalks have also a considerable 
value for packing purposes. The thick- 
er portions of the stalk are used by 
natives for firewood. 

Tha crude oplum having been gath.- 
ered, it is stored by the cultivator and 
carefully watched and exqmined frem 
time to time in order that no mold or 
taint may attack It. Finally the oplum 
is made into cakes, dried, packed in 
bores and removed to market for sale. 
—New York Press.

He 
infers that they are immeasurably 
inferior to the paleolithic man of Eu- 
rope; who fashioned tools and huifit- 
ed big game with his flint-tipped ar- 
row and knife. Intellectual atrophy 
ig the result of the Kubus’ environ- 
ment, The words they know are al- 
most as few as the ideas they try to 
express.—London Globe.

It is not to be wondered at that 
those in charge of the railways 
should seek means to divert the cri’. 

When all is 
said and done, however, it would ap- 
pear that men charged with the con- 
duct of, Jargo. operations, and. whose 
success depends upon the confidenc:

public, would be- careful before ex- 
pressing their views on any subject 
publicly. 

It will be conceded that all parts of 
our North-West are not equally suit- 
able for mixed farming. The 
greater part of the North-West, how- 
ever, ig entirely suitable to raising 
of cattle, hogs, and horses. . 

At the>outset, it might be pointed 
out that this year, while the amount 
of grain shipped from Southern Al- 
berta, which is almost wholly grain 
raising, has been five times as much 
as it was Jast.year, the credit in that 
ection of the country is not as good 
as it is in Northern Alberta, wher? 
mixed farming fs the rule. 

Ever since the railways first pone- 
trated the West, the people have 
shouted every fall for cars to ship out 
the grain, but notwithstanding that 
thousands of miles of railways have 
been built, no greater proportion of 
grain has been shipped out before 
the close of navigation than in earl- 
ier years. [t would seem that no 
matter what is déne, the most that 
can ever be expected is that sixty per 
cent. of the wheat crop will be ship- 
ped before the close of navigation, 
and the amount that will be shipped 
from the close to the opening of 
the severity of the wenrner, which, as 
we know, is very uncertain. 

But, assuming that the railways 
Were built to transport the grain as 
fast as it could be marketed, is ex- 
cessive grain growing best for the 
farmer and for the country? The 
history of the world shows that land 
cannot be cropped continuously with- 
out destroying its fertility, and tha* 
after a time the vitality of the soil 
has to be restored through fertilizers. 
Yhe amount of money spent in 
Surope and elsewhere for fertilizers 
of all kinds reaches a_ tremendous

We must not only look to the pre- 
sent, but to the future. A God-fear- 
ing man who is tillirg the soll looks 
to the time when he will be suc- 
ceeded by his children, and he should 
preserve to these chilaren their birth- 
right, instead of wasting it. 

Is it not a shame when we fo 
through the. country in the fall, to 
find our whole North-West lighted up 
at night from burning straw, straw 
that might be used wo feed cattle, 
which would bring a handsome re- 
turn to their owner. 

We must recognise the fact that 
more or less capital is required to en- 
fure success in the dairy industry. 
Borrowing money at 10 to 25 per cent. 
is out of the question. 

The Government ougnt to establish 
farmers’ banks, where farmers could 
get’ loans to buy cattle; erect build- 
ings on the most modern principles 
in which to house them, said loans to 
bear a low rate of interest, say at 
four or five per cent, repayable in in- 
stallments running over a number of 
years, secured on the stock pur- 
chased, and the buildings erected by 
the money -borrowed. The Govern- 
ment ought also to appoint thorough- 
ly qualificd men to superintend the 
erection of the buildings, and teach 
the farmers how to make butter and 
cheese on the most approved pria- 
ciples, The marketing of the pro- 
duce should be done by men appoin- 
ted by the Government, who know all 
about the market, and the value of 
dairy products, so that farmers may 
get full value for their products,

Forty years ago Denmark butter 
Was unknown in England; but at the 
present time it is acknowledged to be 
of the best quality, commands the 
highest price and is in great demand. 

Those. who. prefer the, factory sys- 
item could unite_and. establish cream- 
eries. and cheese factorles on the 
same principles and operate them in 
the same way. ; 

The benefits resulttng from dairy 
farming would be manifest on every 
acre of farm. It would increase the 
fertility ofthe soil, and there is no . 
branch of the farmers calling that 
would give beter returns on the capi- 
tal and labor invested, The breed 
ing and fattening of nogs in connec- 
tion with the dairying industry would 
also be a source of large revenues.. 

In addition to loaning, money to far- 
mers and dairymen, the Government 
should furnish capital to assist in the 
erection and equipment of flour mills, 
beef and pork packing houses, beet 
sugar factories; and other organized 
industries to help farmers to dispose
